A Clandestine Radio Station Started Appearing In Late 
December On 3 500 And 7 000 kHz, Broadcasting On USB 
The signal could be heard throughout Europe with 
programming in both Italian and English, directed against 
government COVID measures. Daniel Moller, DL3RTL, IARUMS 
Coordinator from the DARC (German Amateur Radio Club) said he 
was able to determine the approximate location of these 
transmissions and the DARC Intruder Monitoring cooperated with 
the German telecommunications authority (BNetzA) to work with 
their Italian colleagues to obtain measures that led to termination 
of these transmissions. As in the past many months, January saw 
many high-power over-the-horizon (OTH) radar intrusions, which 
can operate on significant segments of spectrum. Transmissions 
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from broadcasters Radio Ethiopia (ETH) and Voice of Broad Masses (ERI) continued on 7 110 and 7 140 
kHz, respectively. 


The Results of the SARL VHF/UHF FM Contest 

Fifteen logs were received for the first leg of the SARL VHF/UHF FM contest held on Saturday 
5 February. And the Editor of Radio ZS got a nice article from the Kempton Park Amateur Radio 
Technical Society. The guys from PEARS sent some photographs. 
From the logs it was determined that 12 stations from the Eastern Cape were active on 6 metres and 
the longest distance worked was 84 km. On 2 metres there were 19 stations from the Eastern Cape 
and 44 stations from the ZS6 call area active with the furthest distance work at 144 km. On 70 cm 
there were 21 stations from the Eastern Cape and 10 stations from the ZS6 call area active and the 
distance worked was 125 km.

The ARRL Announces new World Wide Digital Contest 

The ARRL World Wide Digital Contest will debut at 18:00 UTC on Saturday 4 June and 
end at 23:59 UTC on Sunday 5 June 2022 with all non-RTTY modes are permitted. This will be 
an HF to 6-metre event, on 160, 80, 40, 20, 15, 10 and 6 metres, with single-operator and 
multi-single entry categories. Single-operator entries may operate for 24 hours (with off times 
taken in one or two breaks that are at least 60 minutes long), while MS entries may operate 
for the full 30 hours. Operating assistance is permitted for all operating categories. 

The power categories will be QRP with 5 W transmitter output or less and Low Power 
with maximum 100 W PEP transmitter output. The exchange will be a station's four-character 
grid square designation. Stations may work each other once per band, regardless of digital 
mode. Participants will earn 1 point for each contact, plus 1 point for each 500 kilometres 
between stations. In succeeding years, the World Wide Digital Contest will take place on the 
first full weekend of June. Full details on the new operating event are on the ARRL website.
